country. No man ever left Ihis country for 
Merry England who possessed his lordship's 
opportunities to speak ol it a3 it is, what it 
may and what it ought to be. The McDon- 
alds, Rattrays, May nos, Leonards, Catner- 
uns, Mcjjures, uaw but little of our common 
country — only spots here and there. Bishoji 
Hills has been nearly everywhere and seei. 
everybody. Hence we fully anticipate thai 
the best results will How from his visit to 
England, and in common with our wholt 
population, wish him a speedy voyage !iom< 
4iul a safe return. 



In the lust number of the British Colum- 
bian, in nil article touch in^ the prevulenei 
of smuggling ou the const ol that colony, we 
find another of the oft repauted attempts to 
bolster up Now Westminster at the expense 
of every other place iu British Columbia. 
The editor of that journal would huvu the 
present law, allowing vessels hound for 
places in British Columbia north of Fraser 
River, to clear at this port and pay the duty 
on goods destined lor thosu places, to Iheir 
their customs' olficer here, abolished. In its 
place h i would have a regulation compelling 
all vessels wishing to bring n cargo to nnv 
destinut'on on the const north of Fraser 
River, to go up that river to New Westmin- 
ster for Iheir clearance. A greater absurdity, 
a greater injustice to the people of British 
Columbia in general could not well be da- 
vised under present circumstances. II the 
British Columbian hail suggested the pro- 
priety of erecting new ports of entry on the 
north coast to meet Ihe increasing trade i" 
that direction, even while doubting its sue. 
cess ill an economical point of view, we could 
on principle find no fault with floing away 
with the system of clearing from this port. 
We expect, should ihe two colonies continue 
distinct, that that will one day come to pass, 
and that there will shortly bo quite enough 
trade at lluto Inlet, Uentinck Arm and per. 
haps eventually several other places north to 
support regular liners between them and this 
port. Then, instead of one port of entry on 
the co:ist of the mainland, we may have half 
v. dozen. Hut in the meantime, we see no 
reason why the people iu the interior of 
British Celumbia should bo compelled tc 
purchase goods at an unnecessarily high price 
on account of any absurd justonis' regula- 
tions. Tl-.ey expect and are willing to pay 
duty on foreign productions consumed bj 
them, but they are not willing to pay extra 
freight np and down Fraser River, added to 
extra charges for handling, wharfage, etc. at 
New Westminster. This is an extra tax 
which would be sure to fall most heavily upon 
the people of the upper country, who must 
henceforth constitute the "renter portion of 
the British Columbian population. 

But it is said rtiat it is necessary that ves- 
for the north coust should clear nt New 
Westminster in order to prevent smuggling 
und loss to I lie revenue. Now if any thing 
will cause smuggling it is heavy duties ; it 
is the present tariff that encourages the little 
smuggling now carried on along (ho North 
Coast. Were that tariff increased as it 
would be in effect by compelling vessels to 
clear Irom New Westminster where goods 
are alwr.ys comparatively high, instead of 
from Victoria where they are cheap, an ad- 
ditional impetus would be given to smug- 
gling. Where one vessel now sells without 
paying duty, ten would then do so to ovoid 
extra charges, so that the amount of revenue 
lost would undoubtedly be greater than it is 
si present. Under the present arrangement 
their clearance without any trouble at Vic- 
torin fur a trip north, is a coutonienco which 
they appreciate and with few exceptions 
avail themselves of. Besides this they know 
they are ujdet Ihe supervision of the British 
Columbian Customs officer which they would 
not be -were they obliged to clear ut Now 
Westminslor. On Ihe whole then we can see 
no good reason for changing the law as it 
now stands until ports of entry are establish 
cd at various poinls of the mainland north of 
Ihe Fraser. Nothing could be effected by 
such a change that cannot be done under 
present arrangements. Jf smuggling goes on 
now it is not because vessels clear at Victo- 
ria instead of New Westminster, hut be- 
cause of the British Columbian tariff. As 
we have shown above, the alteration proposed 
by tho British Columbian would hare the 
same effect nu an increase of the tariff, and 
consequently would, instead of ejecting a 
cure, mako things worse.

PROSPECTS. 



Looking over the records of the past CJii 
pie of weeks, one cannot fail being struct 
with the favorable aspect of the chief interest 
of these colonies. All tho anticipation* 
which have been formed of a brilliant future 
lor the Brilicll dependencies on this north- 
west coast of America are every day seem- 
ingly nearer in their realization. If we take 
our gold fields in Cariboo ihe accounts we 
continue to receive from them seem almost 
fabulous, ho great is the yield of ihe few 
claims that have already been opened. Not 
many weeks ago, two and thro-j hundred 
ounces a day Irom one claim was thought 
large, but latterly we are startled by the ex. 
traordiuary productiveness ol the claim on 
Williams Creek, known as that of Hard Curry 
& Co. ol which the amount ol one day's work 
is set down ns amounting to over one hun- 
dred pounds in weight. Another company's 
day's work figures at four hundred ounces, 
and several others in like proportion. If 
even one-quarter of this amount bo now ob- 
tained from claims worked during the past 
winter and ihis spring, what may we not 
expect when tho lead shall have been reached 
in ihe number of claims along tho creek ! — a 
fact which will not be long deferred, judging 
from present appearances. 

While we have this favorable report from 
Cariboo we are not without information from 
Peace River, hate accounts about that re- 
gion lead ns to expect that extensive dig- 
gings will be found and worked there this 
year. Experienced prospectors from Cariboo 
have been there during the past winter and 
accounts received from them up to the early 
part of February, speak of their having 
struck bar diggings yielding thirty cents to 
the pan. The number of others who have 
since gone up and the quantity ol provisions 
on the way up the Fraser for that region 
show that the miners have every coiifidenco 
in its gold bearing indications. In connec- 
tion with the favorable aspect presented by 
our gold mines, we cannot help noticing the 
progress of the various roads leading lo them. 
By the latler end of .luno at farthest, there 
will be waggon and steamboat communica- 
tion from Vic'oria to the mouth of the 
Qliesnelle. From that place either a road or 
mule trail is to be immediately commenced 
under the superinlendanee of the Royal En- 
gineers. These facts can not fail but to 
exercise a most favorable influence in redu- 
cing the price of provisions, but wo are not

Fraser. Tho large pnr.y now under Mr. 
Waddingtun will shortly have prepared ihe 
coast route by way of Bute Inlet for traliic, 
when with the Benlinek Ami trail there will 
be three roads leading into the mines. This 
must for a certainty give rise to a healthy 
competition which will result in materially 
reducing the cost of freight. 

If our gold miriiriK interests ore looking 
up so also are those rela'.ive to the baser 
metnls. The very favorable news received 
lately from Queen Charlotte Island copper 
mine is causing public attention to be direct- 
ed to the propriety of having the metaliferous 
deposits in ihe Island worked. All are well 
convinced by this time of the admirable 
field here presented for any amount of capital.

DEPARTURE OP THE BISHOP OF 
COLUMBIA FOR ENGLAND. 

The'sfenm'e'r which is hourly expected will 
carry His Lordship the Bishop of Columbia 
on bis way lo England, after a sojourn of over 
three years in our midst. Wo cannot allow 
the occasion to pass without adverting to his 
departure. His Lordship came hcreat a lime 
when the nfFuira of those colonies were in a 
somewhat depressed condition when com- 
pared with what they arc at present. Since 
then tho country at largo has tnkea nn im- 
mense stride— has grown in an astonishing 
degree in all ihe elements of wealth— increas- 
ed in all tho appliances of civi izatioh. Our 
country of throe years ago is far different 
from oar country of to day. The Pactolean 
stream from Ihe .Sierras of British Columbia 
had not commenced to flow. Our auriferous 
wealth was confined to the Fraser. There 
was no Cariboo— no Peace River— no Stekili 
—no Coast-routes— no settlements on "our 
northern coast— no settlers in this colony be- 
yond few miles »f Victoria, with tbo ex- 
ception of Nanairoo. We had but lew 
missionaries of the gospel. Hut two neliooU 
here— 110:10 in British Columbia. 

What a changcindeed I from then to now. 
Our town. fi 0111 a few miserable shantias has 
become a rich, populous, and well-built city, 
Our harbor is thronged with ships and 
steamers. Rouda radiate into our I»lnnd. 
Thriving settlements dot our colony here 
and there, whilst tho fragile canoe of the 
Indian has given place to a lloel of coasters 
whoso white sails make cheerful the solitary 
parts of our coasts. Great roads traverse 
British Columbia. Hamlets have become 
towiiF. On Ihe tops of our sierras w here the 
while, man's foot three years ago never irod, 
there are now flourishing towns, inhabitated 
by a population unsurpassed for dauntless 
energy, enterprise, and thrift. Our thin 111 d 
poor gold-Golds have been deserted for the 
Bald Mountains, where ihe eurlh as though 
struck with the .Midus wand of tho magician 
has been changed into fabulous heaps of gulll, 
making the poor suddenly rich, attracting 
thousand 011 thousands from the uttermost 
parts of the earth. 

But why speak longer of tho material re- 
volution t ti ut Ins occurred within three 
yearn? The social, educational, nnd reli- 
gious revolution) are ns strongly markej. 
Of these changes the Bishop has been n wil- 
netn. In all these revolutions he has acted 
n prominent part, lie has prenched anil 
plunted the gospel in every inhabited part of 
a dioceoo comprising near 2f)0,00l> square 
miles. Ha has visited near/y every purl of 
hits diocese. He has seen tbo country and 
all classes of the inhabitants for himself. He 
knows its resources nnd advantages, its wur.ts 
ar.d defects.

Another Indian Outrage. 
Wo liavo to record unolhur In Jinn outrage 
on tlio property of our settlers, between Na- 
nainio and Ccmitx. Three English settlers, 
David Miller, James Pheipu, and Alfred 
Seoble, who arrived here lout year on the 
Soraasa, from Chili), took up each a claim on 
Hornby Island, some fifty milei north of 
Nonaimo, at the tiino the Comax settlement 
■wns formed. They built themselves a good 
ihouse, had plenty of clolhinp; and provisions, 
mid were improving their farms. A few' 
"weeks hack they went over to (Joinnx to gat 
somo seed potatoes, and on their return they 
found Ihoir bouse, provisions, silver watches, 
ail'') first class d> uble-set of carpenter's tools 
nil consumed. How the fire occurred they 
know nut. l!ut the presumption in their 
minds is that the Indians set the house on fire 
tluritij their absence. On a small island near 
tho ono on which these seltleis were located, 
ure two Huclatnw ranohcrias, and for some 
time past the Indiana have been very inso- 
lent and troublesome. Thoy would bring up 
fish for the settlers to buy, and il they did not 
buy they would become very angry, Besides 
that, thoy complained continually about the 
settlers "hilling olf the deer on the island. 
No one else is suspected of being the incen- 
diaries but them. Not having the wborewitl) 
to continue their operations without coming 
to town, the sottlers arrived here on Sunday, 
and, except they can leol assured of the pro- 
tecting arm of the. Government, they are not 
likely to tako up their abodo again on the 
Island. This outrage calls for tho prompt 
intervention of the Government. The most 
rigid inquiry ought to bo made to discover 
the incendiaries ; for if they are Indians and 
remain unpunished, thoy will only be em- 
boldened to perpetrate still greater outrages, 
till the settlers on our frontier will be driven 
in, The matter was to bu brought yester- 
day to the notice of tho Government, which 
wo hope will not show much dilatori- 
DCS3 in investigating the matter. 

Ouiiix Benefit.— Professor Orriu and his 
highly talented family took their complimen- 
tary benefit at thfi Victoria Theatre, on Sat- 
urday night.

Present, His Worship the Mayor, uud n 
full Hoard. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 
A communication was read from Mr. Cur- 
tis, drawdng the attention of the Council It! 
tho hollow Bpace between tho street grade 
and the foncu 111 front of bis house on James 
Day, which had been taken into the street, 
and praying the Council would have the 
same filled up. 

Councillor Kearby moved that the prayer 
of the petition bo grautcd. Mr. Lewis sec- 
onded. 

Mr. Hicks thought that belore they began 
filling up, they had better aucortaiu the lino 
of street. 

Mr. Copland hoped the Council would 
not attempt to define the lino of street ihero ; 
it was Governor Douglas' properly, nnd lie 
would muka the street where ho liked. The 
street might be moved ; it was not laid down 
in the map. 

Capt. Reiil said part of the street given up 
was not Mr. Curtis' but G.ivernor Douglas', 
and if they commenced grading it, Governor 
Douglas might come down upon them for 
meddling with his property. Better lo have 
Governor Douglas' sanction in writing bofore 
thoy interfered with it. 

Mr. Ilicks moved that Mr. Curtis be in- 
formed that as soon as the line of the street 
relerred lo be ascertained, and the same con- 
veyed over to the Council, they will bo pre- 
pared to take action. Motion carried. 

A Communication was read from Mr. 
H mtheate, stating that ho was about erecting 
a brick building on tho south fide of Bastion 
street, anil requesting that the City .Surveyor 
f n r 1 1 i - b him with the grade of the slreet. 

Mr. Stronncb moved that the City Survey- 
or be instructed to certify the gaade as ro • 
quired. 

Mr. Copland thought it was necessary 
that tho plan of the grade of the street be fur- 
nished to the Council in order that tho people 
might learn what the grado was in the office, 
and made a motion accordingly. 
Motion put and carried. 

PETITION FROM LIQUOR DEALERS. 

A petition was then read from about OP 
liquor dealers in the city, writing forth the 
inequality id' t'ae taxation under the Act, 
and praying Council to take the same into 
consideration. 

Mr. Searby moved that tho same be laid 
on tho table. Ho thought it was impossible 
fur them to entcttain it as the By-law hud 
been approved by the people, and they could 
not now commence to amend it — at all 
events lor months. 

Mr. Copland w as of the same opinion. 
Mr. Slronach did not consider liquor deal - 
ers wore taxed out of proportion lo olhor 
trades. It was not the Council they paid too 
much to, but tho Colonial Government, who 
received $300 out of the ?4'.>0 which they 
were taxjd. 

Mr. Ilicks expressed similar views. 
Mr. Copland was in favor of granting the 
petitioners one month's lime to pay the tax. 

His Worship said that ought to bo left to 
the proper officers: 

Mr. Hicks was in favor of leniency, but 
thought it should bo extended by the etlicers 
charged with the cnlorcing of the act. 

Capt. Reid was nfraiil they could not inter- 
fere with I lit; pelition— it was not tho Coun- 
cil's but the people s law The By-law had 
been relerred to the Governor and sent back 
lo the pco| le. Ho should like to see them 
have redress. 

Mr. Seurby's motion was then put nnd 
carried, 

SIDEWALKS. 
A petition came up Irom property holders 
on the south side of Fort street, praying for 
extention of side walk from Vancouver street 
to the city limits on Fort street. 

On motion of Mr. Copland a Committee 
was appointed lo consider tho petition, nud if 
regular, lo cn/er into the requisite contract. 
miscellaneous; 
A communication from Mr. J. P. Davis, 
offering his services to the Council ns City 
Auctioneer, came up. 

Agreed that same be placed on file. 
Mr. Lewis asked leave to postpone his mo- 
lion for grant of money to the Fire Depart- 
ment, and also lor the introduction of a liy- 
law regulating the construction of buy-win- 
dows, etc. Leave grunted. 

Capt. Reid asked leave to postpone motion 
on By-law for the collection of the Heal Es- 
tate tax. Leave granted. 

Mr. Searby moved thai' a communication 
be sent to the Government asking what por- 
tion of the 85,000, voted by the House of As- 
sembly, for educational purposes had been sol 
aside for the e'uy, and the proposed mode of 
its disbursement. 

Mr. Copland supported the motion and re- 
marked that all the amounts votod for the 
city should be' enquired into. 
Motion carried. 

Mr. Stronacll moved that tho Committee 
appointed lo attend to tho repairs of Ihe 
streets bo instructed to enter into contracts 
for Ihnt purpose. 
Motion carried. 

Mr. Slronach gave notice of motion to ap- 
point a Committee to ascertain the best ar- 
rangement that can be made lo procure 
suitable grounds fur n public cemetery and 
to report upon tho advisability of closing up 
the present Burial Ground. 

Tho Committee appointed to confer with 
Ihe Coroner on Ihe best site for a Dead 
House, reported that they had suggested the 
expediency of adopting a portion of tho land 
reserved in front of the Government Build- 
ings, .lames Bay, and that that site was at 
present under consideration of tho 'govern- 
ment.

TRADIXd WITHOUT I.ICF.NSES. 

Cook and Cranston, Contractors, John 
Fordhsm, Plasterer, nnd Chnrlus Brcban, 
Painter, were summoned at the instnnce of 
the Sheriff under Sec. 30 of tho Trades 
License Act, for trading without licenses. 

Mr. Savior stated thai the section imposed 
a penalty of £10, but ho did not press for a 
fine. 

. The defenJanls appeared in person and 
sevetally pleaded ignorance. 

Tho magistrate said as they had pleaded 
ignorance of the Act, ho would give them 
three days lo take out their licenses. 

Cases accordingly postponed for three 
days. 

SAANICII STABBING CASE. 

Frederick, tho Indian charged with having 
stabbed young Mr. Anderson at Saanich Was 
again brought up on remand. 

Mr. J. It. Anderson stated that his brother 
hail gone up the river with a party, not being 
aware that it was necessary he should appear 
to prosecute, ho did not wish to do so as the 
prisoner was under the iofluenoe of drink at 
the time the offence was committed, and had 
previously borne a good character. 

Mr Pembcrton observed that the course 
pursued had been a Tory improper one. and 
the prosecutor had mnde himself criminally 
liable for not attending to prosecute after 
laying information. Life would not be safe 
if people did not tako tho trouble lo prose- 
cute in eases of this nature. He hud no al- 
ternative but to discharge tho prisoner. 

!! KILLING'S CASK. 

Thos. Ilsdlings, charged with selling liquor 
to tho Indian Frederick; whose case hud been 
several times remanded, appeared to receive 
the sentence ol tho court. Hellinga stated 
that while ho was in town last time attending 
thu court, his house had been broken into, 
and S70 or SSO worth of things stolen. 

The magistrate said be had patiently in- 
vestigated tho ease and felt il his duty tu line 
him £10, or three months' hard labor. 

FISTICUFFS. 

Two Iudiau boys named Bill, a Fort Simp- 
son Indian, and Harry, a Nanaimo youth, 
were charged by officer Wiliner with fighting 
and creating a disturbance on the Ravine. 

The officer suited that Ihe prisoners were 
fighting on Sunday by the Ravine, and ono 
of them fell or was pushed off the bridge Le- 
foro he could interfere. 

Officer Turner proved that tho prisoner 
Harry had offered violent resistance when 
apprehended. 

The magistrate discharged Bill and fined 
the other prisoner £5 or two months' impris- 
onment. 

SKLI.INO LIQUOR. 

Jacob Fisher, an old offender, with a very 
black oyo and sundry bruises, was charged 
with entering a liquor saloon with un Indian 
and supplying him with a bottle of spirits. 

The officer could not swear to the contents 
of the bottle, and ihe magistrato remanded 
ihe prisoner for one day for further evidence. 

Lucy, u Ilydah woman, was charged by 
officer "Turner with stabbing and cutting an 
Indian. 

Tho officer tinted that at 4 o'clock on Sun- 
day alternoon an Indian came and repotted 
that a man hud been nearly killed on the In- 
dian Reserve. He wont over and found the 
Indian lying in a canoe very badly wounded. 
He arrested the prisoner nnd sent the doctor 
over to attend thu man. Ho was told that 
several Indians saw the offence committed- 
Remanded for further evidence. 
Several men with dilapidated countenances 
weie charged with being drunk and disor- 
derly, and lined the usual "ten bils" or six 
hours of restricted liberty. 

ROBRRT WILLIAMSON*. 

The examination ol witnesses on behalf of 
the Crown was resumed. 

Mr. Pemberton said — That before going 
into the case again, he wished to make a 
few remarks, which ho bad omitted to do on 
a former occasion. The present examination 
alter the enquiry before the Coroner might 
appear lo the witnesses to be unnecessary, 
but it had not been resolved upon without 
consideration, He had consulted with the 
Attorney General and the Coroner, and it 
•vas thought advisable. None of tho wit- 
nesses at the Inquest had seen the prisoner, 
nor had the prisoner had the opportunity of 
seeing bis accusers. Il was just possible ho 
might upon this opportunity pro. luce wit- 
nesses lo establish his innocence. It would 
be necessary in ordei that the ends of justice 
may not bu defeated that he should require 
the witnesses lo enter into their recogni- 
zances to apporr before tho higher Court. 

The following witnesses were then exan - 
iued, who all atuleu in substance what I ley 
they had previously deposed W, tho Coroner's 
Inquest : 

George Carter, William Keay, Win. H. 
Grantham, Win. Miller, das. JJavly . and 
Cutis. II. Sharp. 

After the evidence of these witnesses hud 
been taken, the magistrato said it was i'e- 
sirable to have a further postponement ol ih,s 
case, as ihere might be material evidence 
produred (nun the oilier side of the straits. 

Case postponed to this day neck. 

FISHER AGAIN. 

Jacob Fisher was brought up a second 
lime, and charged by Sergeant Blake with 
being a " rog.ua and vagabond.' 1 

The Sergeant staled that prisoner had no 
occupation, was too lazy to work, and was 
always drunk ; that ho lived among the In- 
dians, and had often been biought before the 
Court as an offender. 

Mr. Pemberton (to prisoner). — What is 
your occupation, anil whore do you woik ! 

Prisoner — I worked last in tho Chaill- 
Gung. [Laughter. j 

Magistrato (smiling) — I am afraid I must 
send you back there ; thoy must have treated 
you too well. 1 find that you are a rogue 
and a vagabond, nud sentence you to three 
months' hard labor.

City Inspector ra. Thomas Pattrick nnd 
Leopold Lowenhorg. — This case, which had 
been adjourned in order to give the defend- 
ants time to abate the nuisance occasioned 
by the filling up of the ravine, came up be- 
lore His Worship. 

Mr. Lowcnberg appeared, nnd as agent for 
Messrs Joseph Brothers, of San Francisco, 
the owners of the properly, contended thai 
the locus in quo being- private property, the 
Cily Council could not insist upon a water- 
course being constructed through the ravine. 
That a brick Culvert would cost about 
$7,000, and ihnt a wooden culvert would

Supreme Court, 

(Before Chief Justice Cameron ami a Com- 
mon Jiuy.) 

Tho court sat, yesterday at the usual hoar, 
and ihe case ol Kmmick vs. Duncan, ad- 
journed from Friday, was heard. After a 
somewhat lengthy argument on the admissi- 
bility of evidence fr tho plaintiff after de- 
fendant's counsel had nddressed tho jury, tho 
learned judge ruled that il was not admissi- 
ble, Mr. Gary l hen addressed ihe jury for 
plaintiff.
